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ICS rules on UN Charter, Pirst decision of the pew world
court -- the Laternsfional Court of Justice {ICT} -- drought
some encouragenent to the small UN nations who have consistently
disputed the right of the Tive Great Powers tc use their veto
on membership applications. The decision resulied from a
Belglan prcposal adepted by the General Assembly last November
celling for an sdvisory opinion on membership qualiflcations,
This resolution follovied a series of Soviet veboes on Ivaly,
Transjordan, Eire, Portugal and ¥Finland together with =
proposition %o condlitlion Italy’s adnmissicon on the simulisancous
spproval of the Belkan satellites.

The Court declided 9 {Beligium, Brazil, Chile, China, Igypt,
El Salvader, Yexlco, Norway andéd the US) to 6 [Canada, Prance,
‘Poland, UX, USSR and Yugoslavia) that UN members had no rigat
te go beyond the simple Charter gualificsilons in passing on ,
membership applications. These gualifications were spumerated:
the applicant must be e state, must be peace~loving, must
accept Charter obllgations and must be able end willing to carry
out these obligeticne.
